Collins, it is said, is expected to 
visit the nor@west next month to 
look over the various sites now

The gherkin is a small variety of the cucum- 

ber, but these are only available in the form of 

pickles and thus spoiled for use by this prepara-

The cucumber contains only about 5 per cent 
of nourishment, but this consists principally of 
the organic salts such as potash, lime, magnes- 
ium and iron, which are so needed in the daily 
diet to supply the system with the valuable

When cucumbers are used raw, the outer 
skin should be removed and the cucumber may 
cut into sections or sliced and served cold 
No seasoning of any kind can be used without 
making them indigestible. Even salt should not

What that action is to be was not 
fully disclosed, but the government 
announced the revenues of certain 
internal duties would no longer be 
credited to the trustees’ account 

The next interest payment on the 
Dawes loan is due October 15
